Private 
revelation 
not dogma

Although the church does not require 
the faithful to believe in private 
revelation, it is faith that brings throngs of 
Catholics to shrines and sites where 
apparitions of Mary occurred or are 
allegedly occurring. 

Marian apparitions at Lourdes, 
France; Fatima, Portugal; and Mexico 
City (Our Lady of Guadalupe), which 
draw thousands daily, are among those 
approved by the church, following a_ 
rigorous investigation. 

Other reported visions and messages of 
Mary, such as those at Medjugorje, 
Yugoslavia, and Lubbock, Texas — sites 
that also draw thousands of visitors — are 

currently being investigated by church 
authorities. 

The Catholic Church distinguishes 
between public revelation of Sacred 
Scripture as officially interpreted by the 
magisterium. — its teaching authority 
which must be believed by the faithful — 
and private revelation, which the faithful 
are not obliged to believe, said Father 
Ronald Pachence. 

The director of the Institute for 
Christian Ministries at the University of 
San Diego, Father Pachence explained 
that public revelation ended with the 
death of St. John the Apostle and contains 
the essential truths about God. 

The church does not require belief in 
private revelation, such as apparitions, 
which is possible at all times, he said. 

However, he added, the church 
officially accepts certain revelations 
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Pope praises bishops’ pastoral draft on women

CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy — Pope John Paul II 
praised the U.S. bishops’ draft pastoral on women, 
endorsing its opposition to sex discrimination and its 
presentation of women as ‘‘partners’’ in redemption. 

The pope said his own document on women, expected 
soon, will make clear the church wants to clarify women’s 
rights and duties and defend their ‘‘feminine dignity.”’ 

He said the church needs to promote a ‘‘true Christian 
feminism,’’ defending women’s ‘‘vocation and dignity’’ 
and emphasizing the ‘‘complementarity’’ of men and 
women. 

The pope spoke Sept. 2 as he met with 22 bishops from 
the western United States at his summer residence outside 
Rome. Among the group was Archbishop William J. 
Levada of Portland, Ore., a member of the committee 
that prepared the statement on women. 

The pope said the first draft of the U.S. document had 
shown “‘sensitivity’’ in dealing with the women’s issues. 


“You are rightly striving to eliminate discrimination 
based on sex,’’ the pope said. The bishops’ statement 
called sexism a pervasive sin that should be eliminated in 
the church and in society. 

The pope also lauded the bishops’ statement for 
presenting Mary as ‘‘a special symbol and model for 
women in their partnership with God in the ministry of 
the church.”’ 

He did not refer to the statement’s more specific 
recommendations that all liturgical ministries not 
requiring ordination be opened to women, and that the 
possibility of ordaining women deacons be studied. 

The pope said the complementary nature of men and 
women was an essential concept in dealing with the 
specific rights of women. 

“‘Whatever violates the complementarity of women 
and men, whatever impedes the true communion of 
persons according to: the complementarity of the sexes 
offends the dignity of both women and men,”’ he said. 

The U.S. bishops’ statement, he added, makes ‘‘real 
efforts to respond with sensitivity to these greatly varying 


concerns, by presenting women as partners in the mystery 
of the redemption as this mystery is lived out in our day.”’ 

The pope said the whole church needs to make a “‘great 
prayerful reflection’? on the church’s teaching about 
women’s dignity and vocation. His own forthcoming 
document, he said, reflects the seriousness of the church’s 
commitment. 

“‘The church is determined to place her full teaching, 
with ali the power with which divine truth is invested, at 
the service of the cause of women in the modern world — 
to help clarify their correlative rights and duties, while 
defending their feminine dignity and vocation,’’ the pope 
said. 

“*The importance of true Christian feminism is so great 
that every effort must be made to present the principles on 
which this cause is based,’’ he added. 

The U.S. bishops were on their ‘‘ad limina’’ visits to 
the Vatican, made every five years by heads of dioceses. 
They included bishops from Alaska, Washington, Idaho, 
Montana, Oregon, Colorado, Utah, Arizona, New 
Mexico and Wyoming.

Liturgy opens 
new school year

BAY PARK — Some 500 teachers, 
administrators and clergy assembled 
Sept. 1 at St. Mary Magdalene parish 
here for the first diocesan-sponsored Mass 
for educators to kick off the 1988-89 
school year. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher was the principal 
celebrant of the liturgy. Fourteen 
diocesan priests, most pastors of parishes 
with elementary schools, concelebrated. 

During the homily, Father Ben 
Marcantonio, diocesan superintendent of 
schools, told the congregation that their 
“call as educators is to respond within the 
light of Catholic teaching.”’ 

‘“All we teach would be folly without 
the one for whom we teach — Jesus. ... 
Everything would be mere facts without 
the knowledge of God’s love for us. ... 
Our challenge is to trust in his wisdom 
and to continue to grow,’’ Father 
Marcantonio said. 

In remarks after communion, Bishop 
Maher told those assembled that local 
Catholics have “‘great reason to rejoice, 
thanks to the teachers who do such a good 
job in religious education’’ instruction. 
He noted that Pope John Paul II had 
complimented the diocese on liturgy 


during the bishop’s recent ad limina visu: 


to Rome. 

The bishop urged the educators to 
instruct students on the life of Father 
Junipero Serra, the founder of Mission 
San Diego de Alcala who will be beatified 


on Sept. 25. 
Teachers should also note the 
achievements of St. Didacus, the 


Franciscan for whom San Diego is named 
and whose 400th anniversary of 
canonization will be observed this year, 
Bishop Maher said. 

Before the liturgy, teachers and 
administrators attended a Schools Office- 
sponsored workshop by Dr. Linnus 
Pecaut, clinical director and founder of 
the Institute for Motivational 
Development based in Lombard, IIl. 

During his lecture on _ the 
“‘Unmotivated Child,’’ Pecaut explained 
the reasons why some students are 
underachievers. 

“‘The reason why someone achieves 
should be the joy he gets as he grows. ... 
The nuances of how I change inside me 
keep me excited,’’ said Pecaut, who holds 
a doctor of philosophy in counseling 
psychology from the Illinois Institute of 
Technology. 

An underachiever does not experience 
this, he said. ‘‘For the underachiever, the

present is no good, so he looks to the 
future.”’ 

Pecaut noted that 80 percent of 
underachievers are male and that tutoring 
seldom helps solve the problem. 

Instead, parents and educators should 
strive to change the patterns found in 
underachievers, he said. They lack 
persistence, are incapable of meeting 
deadlines and cannot function in- 
dependently, he added. 

Neither logic and reasoning, nor more 
effort helps underachievers, he said. 

Pecaut suggested that ‘‘unhooking 


projections’’ is the best way for parents _ 


and educators to deal with the excuses 
voiced by underachievers. Rather than 
rewarding an underachiever for receiving 


an ‘A’ on an exam, tell him “‘ ‘you 
surprised yourself and did well,’ ’’ Pecaut 
said. 


“‘Never ask an underachiever 
questions,’’ such as why he did not 
complete a particular task, he said. 


‘‘Fear of leaving home _ guides 
underachievers. They want an adult to be 
near them. They fear the world’’ and are 
afraid of being separated from their 
family and being on their own, Pecaut 
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said. 

He defined four categories of 
underachievers: trust-seeking, approval- 
seeking, dependent-seeking and early 
independent. 

Trust-seekers are preoccupied with 
their own safety needs because they failed 
to be bonded to their parents. ‘‘They feel 
alone ... have no sustaining force and 
need to have an adult by them,’’ Pecaut 
said. 

Approval-seekers have such a need to 
be liked that they become compulsive or 
obsessive. ‘“They need the permission of 
others to go on,”’ he explained. 

This need leads to pressure, often 
causing them to become drug abusers as 
adults, he noted. 

Some approval-seekers are somatics, he 
said. They become physically ill when 
they are pressured, and this helps them to 
explain why they did not do well on a 
particular task, Pecaut said. 

Dependent-seeking individuals ‘‘worry 
about nothing. ... It’s our fault if they 
fail,’’ he explained. ‘“This type of person 
doesn’t get ulcers, they. give them.”’

Dependent-seeking individuals often 
‘‘form an alliance with the opposite-sex 
parent who undermines the authority of 
the other parent,’’ he said. 


Early independence occurs between the 
ages of 14 and 21, he said. However, 
these people do not become mature until 
age 50, he added. ‘‘This type of person 
will assert their independence if they feel 
intruded upon.”’ 


Sister Sally Smietanka, a first-grade 
teacher at St. Mary School in Escondido, 
told Southern Cross the lecture was 
‘‘enlightening. ... I liked the idea of not 
asking questions’ of underachievers. 


Donna Kruszona, a sixth-grade teacher 
at Nazareth School in Mission Valley, 
said she liked ‘‘the positive aspect of the — 
presentation. I need more of that as a 
mother and a teacher.” 


Juanita Mendonca, a first-grade 
instructor at St. Francis School in Vista, 
said Pecaut ‘‘presented very interesting 
facts about how to. discover 
underachievers in the classroom and how 
with practicality to help these students.”’ 
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St. Martin as 
a role model 


More than 20 years ago, recording artists Simon and 
Garfunkel sang out ‘‘Where have you gone, Joe 
DeMaggio?”’ to a generation of confused young people 
who needed a role model to guide them through those 
difficult times. 

Today we still need role models to help us sort through 
the confusion of a society that delivers mixed messages — 
sex is love, money is power, professional status is the 


measure of a man and more. We need people we can all 


look up to; people who, by their way of living speak 
volumes about how the rest of us should live. 

St. Martin de Porres is such a person — a man who 
died about 350 years ago but still represents a role model 
for many of us today. 

St. Martin de Porres was a Dominican brother who 
lived in Lima, Peru. His life is well’ chronicled and 
represents absolutely fascinating reading. The beauty of 
this saintly man’s life is its simplicity, humility and love. 
He was dirt poor, held no lofty positions and devoted his 
life to feeding and clothing the poor. Still, his influence 
spread well beyond Peru at a time when there was no 
mass communication and continues to give guidance and 
inspiration to people today. ‘ 

Martin was the product of an interracial marriage, but 
never let bigotry render him bitter or distract him from 
his dedication to those in physical and spiritual need. As a 
young boy, Martin distinguished himself as special by the 
way he cared for the poor and prayed for the sick. His 
early childhood was a foreshadowing of the fullness of his 
sanctity that would become apparent later. 


Not only was Martin filled with love for his fellow man, 
his humility was nothing less than amazing. Eager to 
devote his life to the work of God, Martin approached the 
Monastery of the Most Holy Rosary and asked if he could 
serve as a lay helper. He did not aspire to the priesthood 
or brotherhood because he felt those positions were too 
honorable for him. He actually preferred to occupy the 
lowest place in the monastery in order to be closer to God. 

He carried self-denial and self-effacement to the limits. 
For example, he did not permit himself the luxury of a 
soft bed, would wear only shabby clothes, and, if forced to 
accept new shoes, would lend them to a poor person 
before he would wear them. 

Although he enjoyed a reputation as a holy man, 
Martin considered himself almost useless. For example, 
when the monastery was in debt and creditors were 
demanding payment, Martin pleaded with his superiors 
to sell him to raise the needed money. 

Many stories about the life of St. Martin reveal the 
extent of his love for the poor and the sick as well as his 
tremendous humility. The stories also reveal how pleasing 
his life was to God because Martin was blessed with many 
supernatural favors. : 

Often Martin was observed as he prayed before 
crucifix in a state of ecstacy — his body aglow — and 
elevated above the ground. Martin was given the gift of 
healing as well, performing many miraculous cures 
during his lifetime and many years after his death. 

He was blessed with wisdom and possessed specific 


knowledge of Catholic theology. Martin had the gift of - 


prophecy which he used to reassure the weary and the 
worried about the future as well as warn the foolish about 
the price they would pay for evil deeds. 

Today, St. Martin de Porres can serve as a valuable 
role model for the young and old. He is a perfect symbol 
of racial harmony and the oneness that Christ spoke of so 
often. He can help each of us establish a strong value 
system and bring to life the virtues of humility and 
charity. 

_ In practical terms, Martin’s life serves as a reminder of 

what should be important in our lives. When we think of 
Martin we quickly realize that designer clothes don’t 
matter, that wealth may be nice but is ultimately 
meaningless and that failure to be promoted at work is not 
failure at all, but rather an opportunity to shed the trap- 
pings of this life and focus more clearly on Christ.

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Family guide for videos 


When movies swept the land about two generations 
ago, the cry went up that they would destroy the family. 
Who would stay home when they could go out to bask in 
the silver screen and live a life of fantasy? 

With the advent of voices and music, wide screens and 
special effects, it seemed that Hollywood would reign 
supreme. Movies were bigger and better than ever and 
the theatres were literally movie ‘‘palaces.’’ 

When that upstart television came along, the 
Hollywood moguls tried to ignore the small screen, sure 
that it was no more than a passing fad. Instead of jumping 
in to control the new industry, they disdainfully looked 
the other way. 

Television turned the tables, of course, and in turn, it, 
too, has been blamed for destroying families. How many 
“‘couch potatoes’’ sit before the set, night after night? 
How many women have become TV widows during 
World Series time, football season and the rest? 

Just when TV seemed to be destroying itself with 
interminable commercials and nonsense programming, 
the video cassette industry burst upon us. Now you can 
rent all the movies you want and for a nominal sum 
entertain the whole family. 

However, responsible parents are concerned with what 
sort of movie fare they will allow into their homes. Henry 
Herx and Tony Zaza have come to the rescue with their 
new book, The Family Guide to Movies on TV, just published 
by Crossroads ($12.95pb; $24.95 cloth). 

They assess the moral and entertainment values of 
5,000 movies on TV and videocassette. They are treated 
in alphabetical order from ‘‘Aaron Loves Angels’’ to 
“‘Zorro, the Gay Blade.’’ 

Each brief review gives a brief synopsis of the movie 
plus an evaluation. Included are the United States 
Catholic Conference (USCC) movie classifications and 
the Motion Picture Association of America (MPAA) 
ratings. 

USCC 


classifications are formed by a_ broad 


ecumenical panel which includes movie professionals and 
well-educated parents. They are A-I for all, A-II for 
adults and adolescents, A-III for adults only, A-IV for 
adults with reservations, and O for morally offensive. 

MPAA classifications are G for general audiences, PG 
for parental guidance suggested (previously GP or M and 
indicated in this book), PG-13 for a warning to -parents 
about suitability for younger children, R for restricted for 
adults and X, sexually explicit or otherwise offensive to 
some. Some moviemakers have removed the R material 
to obtain a PG rating, and this is also indicated in this 
volume as R/PG. 

This work is not intended as a censorship tool, nor are 
its conclusions an infallible guide. As carefully as possible, 
the editors of The Family Guide to Movies on Video have 
made available, in handy form, the best information 
presently available. As such, it is invaluable. 

If you or your family are into videocassettes, it would 
be wise to invest in this book. It includes near the end of 
its 330 pages a large appendix of a ‘‘Choice Collection of 
Family Movies.’’ Parishes can help by making the book 
available in parish libraries or CCD collections. 

Families, which want to make their TV set useful for 
more than entertainment, would do well to look over the 
fine collection of religious videos that are available at the 
St. Paul Book and Audio-Visual Centre, 1570 Fifth Ave., 
San Diego, CA 92101. 

It’s useless to join the nay-sayers who think TV will 


- destroy the family. TV is an important social force that is 


here to stay, until something like holovision supercedes it. 
Let’s use it for the potential good that it can offer us.

Is Russia really changing? 


Returning to the Soviet Union this summer after a visit 
three years ago, it seemed clear the changes which the 
Gorbachev government is making are far more than 
cosmetic. In fact, it is almost impossible to avoid the 
conclusion that if the present process continues, the Soviet 
Union will soon become a much different nation than it 
has been in the past. 

Two events — Gorbachev’s reception for the leadership 
of the Russian Orthodox Church on April 29 and 
government participation in this summer’s celebrations of 
the 1,000th anniversary of Christianity in Russia — were 
seen by both believers and non-believers alike as clear 
signs that an important change in government policy 
toward religion has taken place in the Soviet Union, and 
everywhere we went there was evidence of this. 

Soviet Catholics in Leningrad, Kiev and Tallinn, all of 
whom we visited openly without making prior 
arrangements and without asking for government 


permission, eagerly told us the same thing: there have - 


been major changes over the past year in the way 
Christians are treated by the state. 

Parents are no longer afraid to bring their children to 
church with them, and priests are quietly organizing 
classes for both children and adults. Christians are being 
allowed to engage in charitable activities, such as after- 
school child care or volunteering in mental hospitals, and 
there are even indications Mother Teresa may receive 
permission to open a convent in the Soviet Union. 

All these activities are still technically illegal in the 
Soviet Union, but the repressive religious laws enacted 
during the Khrushchev era are no longer being enforced 
in most places. 

The extent and vitality of the Catholic Church in the 
Soviet Union was very surprising. There are now Roman 


Catholic parishes scattered across the U.S.S.R., from the 
Polish border to Siberia, and from the Baltic coast to Asia. 

Two Catholic seminaries are now operating in the 
Soviet Union, one with about 70 students and the other 
with about 120. The two young priests we met this 
summer were impressive both for their intellectual and 
spiritual qualities. 

Even the Ukrainian Catholic Church — an Eastern-rite 
church which was forced underground in 1946 and which 
has been heavily persecuted since then — is showing signs 
of new life. On July 17 an estimated 20,000 Ukrainian 
Catholics gathered in a village in the Ternpol region for a 
celebration of the 1,000th anniversary, an important 
public assertion of their existence. Authorities allowed the 
gathering to take place, although there have been some 
reprisals. , 

There is still a chance all these changes will be reversed 
and the Soviet Union will return to its Stalinist past, but 
that seems unlikely at this point. Cardinal Agostino 
Casaroli, the Vatican secretary of state, said after his 
official visit to the Soviet Union this summer that he 
believes Gorbachev’s position is ‘‘solid’’ and the pattern 
of increasing religious liberty will continue. 

If that is true it means many of us in the West are going 
to have to make some changes too. If the Soviet Union 
changes and our attitudes toward it don’t, the results 
could be very dangerous — for us and for all the peoples 


of the world. ; :

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Agencies gear up for Phase 2 of amnesty program

SAN DIEGO — Local community- 
based agencies, including Catholic 
Community Services, are busy preparing 
for the immigration legalization 
program’s second phase, the time when 
undocumented aliens legalized under 
phase one may obtain permanent 
residency under the Immigration Reform 
and Control Act of 1986. 

Over the last few weeks agencies 
involved in the amnesty program have 
reviewed the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service’s proposed 
regulations for Phase 2, according to 
Carol Hallstrom, coordinator for the San 
Diego Immigration Law Coalition, one of 
the groups involved in the review process. 

The comment period ended Sept. 7, 
added Hallstrom, whose group is based 
on the campus of the University of San 
Diego. 

Richard Bachelor, the INS’ acting 
deputy district director for the western 
region, said the INS will study the 
comments and expects to have the final 
regulations available later this month. 

The first date persons who obtained 
temporary residence under the amnesty 
law may apply for permanent residence is 
Nov. 6. 

Hallstrom said ‘‘congressional intent”’ 
guided the coalition as it analyzed the 
Phase 2 proposals. ‘‘We asked, ‘Are these 
regulations a good reflection of the 
(immigration) statute?’ ... ‘are they fair 
and generous?’ ”’ 

Bachelor said the INS ‘‘will do all it can 
to liberalize the regulations. We want to 
get as many people as necessary into 
permanent resident status. We don’t 
want to prohibit this.”’ 

More than 41,000 people in San Diego 
and Imperial counties applied for 
amnesty under the 1986 immigration act, 
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‘Applicants needn’t pay any money for classes’ to fulfill the 
English proficiency and civics knowledge required to achieve 
permanent residency under Phase 2 of the Immigration Reform 
and Control Act of 1986. Many local schools and 
community-based agencies will offer free classes to Phase 2 
applicants.

whose filing deadline ended May 5, 
according to Hallstrom. 

Another 62,000 agricultural workers 
have applied for legalization under the 
INS’ seasonal agricultural worker (SAW) 
program, she added. That program will 
end Nov. 30. 

CCS has submitted more than 6,000 
amnesty applications to the INS, said Bob 
Moser, CCS’ assistant director of 
Refugee Resettlement and Immigration. 
The diocesan agency has also assisted 
with more than. 12,000 SAW 
applications, he added. 

For Phase 2, the.INS proposes utilizing 


-a mail-in application, an idea _ the 


Immigration Law Coalition has 
reservations about. 

Hallstrom said the group questions 
whether some applicants will be able to 
complete applications without assistance. 
““Many of these people are not used to 
filling out forms or they are limited 
English speakers,’’ she explained. 

Bachelor said the INS mail-in ‘‘process 
will be so simple. ... It’s like an IRS form. 
(Applicants) won’t need assistance.”’ 

The coalition is also concerned about 
forms being lost in the mail. During 
Phase 1, applicants were issued receipts as 
proof of application, Hallstrom said. 

Bachelor countered that the INS has 
considered this problem and_ has 


concluded that the loss in the mail will not 
be as big a problem as the nomadic 
lifestyle of applicants. He added that 
temporary residents have been advised to 
keep the INS informed of any address 
changes. 

Hallstrom said the coalition has noted 
its criticisms of the mail-in process in its 
comments on the proposed regulations. 

She said the INS ‘‘does seriously look 
at these comments,’’ noting how the 
group’s concerns about the lack of 
applicant confidentiality in earlier 
proposals were taken into account in later 
rules. 

The coalition hopes the INS will revise 
its stand and provide funds so that Phase 
2 applicants may apply at INS 
legalization offices or at qualified 
designated entities such as CCS, 
Hallstrom said. These agencies would be 
able to review an application’s 
completeness and issue fee receipts, she 
added. 

The INS’ Phase 2 outreach program is 
also a concern for the coalition, Hallstrom 
said. 

So far the INS has mailed out only one 
notice about the program, a notice that 
Hallstrom said contains ‘‘inaccuracies 
and omissions’’ regarding the temporary 
residence determination date, allowable 
absenses from the country and public 
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charge exclusions. 

Bachelor said he had not seen the 
notice, but he said the INS plans to 
disseminate Phase 2 information at 
swap meets, at agricultural fields and 
through the local media. 

Bachelor explained that temporary 
residents may begin applying for 
permanent status 18 months from the 
date they applied for amnesty. 

Hallstrom said the INS needs to make 
it clear that permanent resident seekers 
must submit their applications within one 
year from this 18-month filing date. 

At CCS, legalization personnel are 
busy preparing a program for English-as- 
a-second language and civics classes, 
Moser said. 

‘Phase 2 applicants will need to 
demonstrate proficiency in English and 
knowledge of government to qualify for 
permanent residence in the United States. 

Moser said CCS will be recruiting 
teachers this month and will begin 
assessing applicants’ English and civics 
knowledge next month. 

The CCS Legalization Program will 
receive funding from the Department of 
Education and will offer free classes at its 
nine legalization sites throughout the 
diocese and at some local parishes, Moser 
said. 

To accommodate applicants, the 
courses will be held during the day, at 
night and on weekends, he added. 

‘Some people out there are trying to 
sell self-taught English programs,”’ 
Moser noted. However, many local 
schools and community-based agencies 
will offer free classes to Phase 2 
applicants, he added. 

“Applicants needn’t pay any money 
for classes. That’s our position and that’s 
the INS’ position,’’ Moser said. 

He cautioned that applicants ‘‘should 
beware of fraud’’ and should not 
purchase any education certificates.

beamed. I told Judy; she was ecstatic.”’ 

Today Joseph claps as he walks some 
30 minutes a day, Judy said. 

And his team of trainers cheers his 
success. 

“‘T was elated when Judy told me the 
good news,’’ said Mary Diehl, Diocesan 
Office receptionist, who helped Joseph 
with his patterning exercises. 

Marzi Atwood, a USD graduate, was 
just as excited, said her roommate, 
Christine Mitchell, who substituted for 
Atwood as a volunteer in the Gallup 
home. 

Eberhardt helped Joseph exercise 

“several days a week, recruiting her 
boyfriend, now husband, to join in the 
workout. 

“‘Without volunteers Joseph would not 
be walking today,’’ Steve said, adding the 
training team included 40 from USD. 

Joseph’s ability to walk resulted from a 
rigorous 19-month exercise program that 
included creeping up to a mile a day, 
Judy said. 

A former special education teacher, she 
describes her role and Steve’s as coaches, 
cheerleaders and scorekeepers of his 
progress. 

Joseph’s creeping achievement 
required patterning that motion for five 
minutes 10 times a day. With the child 
placed face down on a cushioned table, 
one volunteer moved his head from side 
to side while two others coordinated the 
movements of opposite arms and legs in 
the creeping motion, Judy explained. 

With this ability mastered, the 
champion muscled up for his next 
challenge — walking under a homemade, 
12-foot horizontal ladder suspended 
about a yard above the floor. Joseph 
reached from one rung to the next, a six- 
inch distance that corresponded with the 

_ space between his steps, Judy said. 

During his 13-months’ performance 
with the overhead ladder, he gradually 
increased his number of daily treks until 
he reached 662 in March, making 18 non- 
stop trips in less than five minutes, Steve 
said with the enthusiasm of a sports 
announcer. 

A week before Joseph started walking, 
his father removed every other rung of the 
ladder, requiring the sprinter to take 
alternate steps without support, Judy 
said. 

For 10 months Joseph crept up and 
down a hill in Presidio Park, covering a 
daily distance of one-third mile. ‘‘The 
steep hill helped him learn to get his body 
from a horizontal to a vertical position,”’ 
Judy said. 

Joseph’s brain injury decreases the 
amount of oxygen flowing to his brain, 
Judy said. To remedy this, he wore a 
reflex mask over his nose and mouth for a 
few minutes 50 times a day. The carbon 
dioxide trapped in the mask triggered 
reflexes in his body to breathe deeper and 
expand his chest, thus contributing to his 
mobility, she said. 


Joseph’s delay in walking was not due 
to lack of coordination or strength, but to 
problems with balance, Steve said. 

The solution? Observe every Saturday 
as ‘‘balance development marathon day’’ 
and double the number of each exercise 
Joseph performs, he added. 

One day this meant doing 100 instead 
of 50 forward and backward somersaults 
“to give his body information about 
where he is in space,’’ Steve said. 

For months Joseph demonstrated the 
“thot potato”’ drill, ‘‘tilting his body in all 
directions between two people,’’ Judy 
said. 

She described the ‘‘cruising’’ routine 
which provided supports for his initial 
steps. He held onto boxes, gradually 
placed farther apart, as he inched his way 
to a trophy, a toy on top of the last box. 

The Gallup home resembles a 
classroom as well as a gym. 

Joseph has done reading exercises for 
nearly two years because learning to read 
increases the mobility of brain-injured 
children, Judy said. 

She and Steve show Joseph a picture on 
one side of a word card as they read the 
corresponding word on the back. They 
also read him phrases on cardboard pages 
of ‘‘books.’’ 

During a recent evaluation at the 
Philadelphia institute, Joseph 
distinguished between the words 
‘chicken’ and ‘duck,’ Judy said. 

Joseph also excels in math, she added, 
recalling the time he corrected her count 
of the ladder trips from eight to ten. 

Last summer the boy began to associate 
number symbols with quantities of dots as 
Judy showed him cards containing from 1 
to 100 dots. She reads him equations and 
shows the answer as a numeral and as a 
cluster of dots. 

Joseph’s 
includes viewing categories of pictures, 
such as famous people, works of art and 
animals, Judy said. As he makes 
connections between the object and the 
word for it, ‘‘a connection is made 
between his brain cells, which causes the 
cortex of the brain to grow,’ Judy 
explained. 

She devotes practically her entire day to 
helping Joseph overcome his neurological 
handicap, deriving her physical energy 
from spiritual sources. She posts copies of 
prayers around the house and reads from 
the ‘‘Daily Word,’’ a pamphlet of 
scriptural passages with applications to 
life situations. 

Steve said he feels supported by friends 
and volunteers who help combat Joseph’s 
injury. Although volunteers have not 
been needed since Joseph began to walk, 
he anticipates calling on the trainers at a 
later time. 

Steve also expressed gratitude to The 
Immaculata parish, which sent funds 
through its sacrificial giving program to 
the IAHP to help defray the expenses of 
the Gallups’ regular consultations. 

‘Sheer determination’’ drives Steve to 
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mental gymnastics also-

SAN DIEGO — Over 50 teachers and 
administrators from four local Catholic 
elementary schools participated in a two- 
day drug and alchohol abuse education 
training workshop at Blessed Sacrament 
School, San Diego, last week. 

Educators from Blessed Sacrament, St. 
Patrick in North Park, St. Rita in San 
Diego and Sacred Heart in Coronado 
attended the workshop sponsored by the 
San Diego County Office of Education. 

The program, ‘‘Here’s Looking At 
You 2000,’ is for students in grades 
K-12. 

Trained teachers will incorporate the 
program into the regular classroom 
curriculum, teaching students 
assertiveness, refusal techniques, social 
skills and bonding to the school and 
family communities, explained Brian 
Bennett, principal of Blessed Sacrament. 

‘‘Here’s Looking At You, 2000,”’ is a 
prevention curriculum focusing on 
“‘gateway drugs’? — those which national 
norms indicate young people are most 
likely to experiment with such as nicotine, 


alcohol and marijuana, explained 
workshop trainer Kay Blundell- 
Stuckhardt. 


Lessons are designed to help teachers 
and students recognize risk factors, 
including: 

¢ Family history of alcoholism; 

e Family history of criminality or anti- 
social behavior; 

¢ Family management problems; 

e Early anti-social behavior 
hyperactivity; 

e Parental drug use and _ positive 
attitude toward drug use; 

e Academic failure; 

e Little commitment to school; .

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child, he said. 

Participants also received lessons in 
how to teach children to say ‘‘no’’ to 
drugs and keep their friends, said 
Bennett. 

John King of the Drug Enforcement 
Administration addressed the incidence of 
drug abuse at the elementary and 
secondary school levels in relationship to 
total law enforcement efforts and budgets. 

Also speaking to the group was Ken 
Hoyt, director of the educational 
outreach program at the McDonald 
Center for Alcoholism and Drug 
Addiction in San Diego. 

Workshop participants also had the 
opportunity to ask questions of a panel of 
11 Catholic students who attend private 
and public high schools in the San Diego 
area. 


Bennett said the panel noted that 
‘‘drugs may be equally prevalent at both 
private and public schools, but (they are) 
not as noticeable at the private school.”’ 

Although the results of a Spring 1988 
survey conducted by the San Diego 
County: Office of Education, in 
conjunction with the San Diego County 
Drug Abuse Services and the San Diego 
Unified School District, show that drug 
abuse among San Diego County students 
has declined slightly, alcohol is still the 
drug of choice among high school 
students. 

Use of alcohol could be attributed to 
the legality, the availability and that it is 
generally socially acceptable, said Pamela 
Luna-Raffy, a workshop trainer who is 
coordinator of the health and physical 
education programs for the county. 

The results of the survey indicate a’ 
slight decrease in the use of marijuana, 
amphetamines and cocaine over the past 
three years, paralleling a recent national 
study, she said. 

“‘The quality of substance prevention 
programs has been related to lower 
substance abuse,’’ she said. 

‘It was a very informative workshop,”’ 
said Hazel Tobias, a first-grade teacher at 
St. Rita School. 

‘“‘There was a lot of interaction, 
especially in the small groups where we 
did role playing. I gained information 
that will help me be a better teacher and 
parent. I feel more confident and would 
encourage everyone to get involved in the 
program,’’ said Tobias. 

Administrators and teachers from the 
four Catholic schools would like to 
implement ‘‘Here’s Looking At You, 
2000 ’’ but face the task of finding 
adequate funding. Private and parochial 
schools are not eligible to borrow county 
education material, Bennett explained. 

The cost of the program for 
approximately 1,000 students in grades 
K-9 is $6,000. Special grants and appeals 
are being made to public and private 
agencies for assistance with purchasing a 
kit to be shared among the four schools, 
explained Bennett.

GREEN BAY, Wis. — While few 
Christian leaders would argue with the 
‘‘New Age’’ longing for peace and global 
cooperation, when it comes to answering 
the question ‘‘Who is God?’’ most church 
leaders give the New Age answer a failing 
grade. 

Many New Agers have answered the 
question by saying, ‘‘IamGod.”’ 

“*T know that I exist, therefore I am. I 
know thatthe god-source exists, therefore it 
is. Since I am part of that force, therefore I 
am that I am,’’ wrote actress Shirley 
MacLaine, a New Age believer, in the 
book, ‘‘Dancinginthe Light.’’ 

The term ‘‘New Age’’ can refer to many 
things from an all-natural diet to soft, 
instrumental music. It also embraces 
beliefs shunned by Christian churches, 
such as reincarnation and the idea that all 
people are god. 

New Age believers have an ‘‘image”’ of 
God, but believe the reality is found in 
themselves when they realize their full 
potential. 

“It’s like the woman who always kisses 
her wedding ring, but never kisses her 
husband,”’ said Franciscan Sister Ann 
Rehrauer, chancellor of the Diocese of 
Green Bay, during an interview with The 
Compass, Green Bay diocesan newspaper. 

Jesus is mentioned in many New Age 
writings, but not as the messiah or the son of 
God whom Christians follow. For New 
Agers Jesus is an example — along with 
Buddha and Krishna — of a human who 
hasrealized his full potential. 

The belief in a god-self is the basis of 
another New Age tenet questioned by 
Christians: the absence of good and evil. 
New Age morality relies on personal 
perceptions anda personal reality. 

‘‘There is a great deal of subjectivism in 
New Age and in satanism,’’ said Father 
Mike Carroll, ateacher at St. Mary Central 
High School in Menasha, Wis. 

‘‘Satanism, as I understand it; distorts, 
denies and confuses the distinction between 
goodandevil,’’ Father Carroll said. 


MOON 
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‘NEW AGE’ — Encompassing a myriad of things from crystals to astrology, “New 
Age” is a phenomenon of the 80s. Tarot cards are used to help people focus their in- 
tuition. One Catholic educator said the Catholic Church must “reflect on the unmet 
spiritual needs of the people who are being drawn” into the New Age movement. 


The New Age beliefin reincarnation and 
the highly publicized examples of it found 
in ‘‘channelers,’’ who claim to have long- 
dead spirits speaking through them, are 
another product ofthe god-self. 

Lord Maitreya, originally the product of 
Eastern mysticism, has been appropriated 
by the New Age movement and allied 
churches, such as the Church Universal 
and Triumphant. 

New Agers believe that ‘‘Maitreya is the 
coming world leader, the coming world 
teaching, the coming Christ,’’ said Jim 
Valentine, director of a Milwaukee-based 
center which counters cults and the occult 
from a Christian perspective. 

The characteristics attributed to 
Maitreya, Valentine said, ‘‘fit rather 
closely with a biblical version of the 
Antichrist’’ described in the Book of 
Revelation. 


Some of the political aspirations of New 
Agers also concern Christians, Valentine 
said. 

‘‘They look to a one world-government. 
To achieve this, they look toward the 
necessity of some coercion and some 
abrogation of freedom,”’ he said. 

‘‘They’re talking almost a fascistic-type 
re-education program for recalcitrants 
and, if they’ re really problems,’’ Valentine 
said, some New Agers would even resort to 
murder. The New Agers believe their 
victims ‘‘will reincarnate later and be in a 
better state anyway.”’ 

Pat Whitcomb, a deacon at Green Bay’s 
St. John the Evangelist Parish, thinks 
Valentine’s concern may be exaggerated. 
The deacon became acquainted with New 
Age ideas while studying about cults in 
conjunction with his youth ministry work. 

But Whitcomb agrees the movement

would be dangerous if some people’s fears 
about it being racist were true. ‘‘I don’t 
know if that’s part of it,’’ he said. “‘If it is, 
it’s very underground.”’ 

Father Carroll, who attended a 1983 talk 
sponsored by the Church Universal and 
Triumphant, said he was disturbed by 
references there to ‘‘the great white 
brotherhood,’’ by mind-control tricks used 
in the talk and by ‘‘heavy, anti-Semitic 
echoes.”’ 

The longing for meaning, the search for 
God and the quest for peaceful existence on 
the planet attract people to the New Age. 
But in the past, the same needs and desires 
have led people to the Christian faith, 
Father Carroll said. 

‘‘We need to read the signs of the times 
and say, ‘OK, what are the needs and how 
can we respond as a Catholic 
community?’’’ he said. ‘“The needs that 
are surfacing are no different that they ever 
were, just repackaged. And we’ve got 
2,000 yearsofexperience.”’ 

One Green Bay resident who was 
baptized Catholic and now follows some 
New Age practices said his search for 
meaning began when his children, who 
attended Catholic schools, asked him about 
hisreligious beliefs. 

‘Tt started my search back to myself, toa 
spiritual connection,”’ said the man, who 
asked that his name not be used. ‘‘I never 
forgot some of the good stuff of my 
childhood. And I missed that.”’ 

The Catholic Church, and all 
Christians, need to ‘‘reflect on the unmet 
spiritual needs of the people who are being 
drawn’’ into the New Age movement, 
Father Carroll said. 

Christians curious about New Age 
shouldexamine it carefully, comparing itto 
what their religious experience and 
tradition has to say about the same issues, 
Whitcomb said. 

At the same time, the deacon said, one 
must realize that ‘‘it’s very tempting when 
someone says, ‘I can show you the way. I 
can solve all your problems. You’ll have 
nothing buta peaceful existence.’”’ 

‘‘For Christians, it’s their relationship 
with God and the depth of that relationship 
which gives them their overall sense of 
worth and growth in life,’ Whitcomb said.

received by individuals, such as devotion 
to the Sacred Heart of Jesus as revealed to 
St. Margaret Mary Alacoque in the 17th 
century. ; 

He cited criteria from Father Richard 
McBrien’s book ‘‘Catholicism,’’ used by 
the church to determine if an individual 
has received a revelation from God: 


e Is the revelation consistent with 
public revelation? 

© Does the revelation work toward 
building up the Body of Christ and the 
human family? 


© Does the revelation contribute toour ~ 


knowledge of God and our human 
responsibilities? 

© Do the bearers of the revelation lead 
Christian lives? 

@ Is the devotional practice approved 
by the local bishop who has responsibility 
for the faith and good order of the 
diocese? 

Those investigating the authenticity of 
private revelations also ascertain that the 
messages are not financially motivated, 
that people at the site do not exhibit a 
collective hysteria and that their 
experience leads to positive change in 
their lives. 

The church’s rigorous scrutiny of the 
apparitions at Lourdes and Fatima led to 
their approval and eventual acclaim as 
two of the most popular Marian shrines in 
the world. 


After a period of opposition to the: 


Lourdes apparitions, Bishop Laurence of 
Tarbes approved the devotion to Our 
Lady of Lourdes in 1862. 

He based his assent on Bernadette 
Soubirous’ testimony of the 1858 
apparitions, on miraculous cures from

water emanating from a spring she dug at 
Mary’s request, and on the positive 
spiritual effects resulting from the devo- 
tion. 

Bernadette, to whom Mary appeared 
as the Immaculate Conception and re- 
quested that a chapel be built there, was 
canonized in 1933. Lourdes now draws 
some two million pilgrims each year. 

At Lourdes ‘‘I feel a sense of closeness 
to Mary,’’ said Father Robert Nikliborc, 
pastor of St. Anne parish, San Diego, 
who has visited the shrine nearly a dozen 
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times. 

He said pilgrims in the candlelight pro- 
cessions in front of the Rosary Basilica 
‘*show their deep love for Mary and the 
Lord’’ as they sing and pray the rosary. 

At Fatima, Mary appeared to three 
children on six occasions in 1917. She 
asked them to pray the rosary daily that 
Russia be consecrated to her Immaculate 
Heart and that the Eucharist be received 
on first Saturdays of the month in repara- 
tion for sin. 

During each of the monthly appari- 


tions, larger crowds followed the children 
to the Cova da Iria. Some 50,000 
gathered on Oct. 13, 1917, when the 
phenomenal spinning of the sun reported- 
ly occurred to show that Mary’s message, 
requesting prayers for the conversion of 
Russia, was from heaven. 

A seven-year canonical investigation 
led the bishop of Leira, the diocese that 
included Fatima, to declare the appari- 
tions authentic in 1930 and to authorize 
devotion to Our Lady of Fatima. 

Today, travelers from all corners of the 
globe converge at the towering basilica of 
Our Lady of Fatima, some walking across 
the square on their knees. 

Father Anthony Chylewski, director of- 
the diocesan Mission Office, said he was 
among a crowd of over 30,000 who visited 
Fatima five years ago. 

He said it was a ‘‘prayerful place’’ of 
pilgrims who traveled to the village ‘‘to 
honor Mary and fulfill her call.”’ 

The experience ‘‘intensified’’ the 
pilgrims’ devotion to the Blessed Mother, 
as evidenced in their ‘‘conversations 
about Mary and how she answered their 
prayers,’’ Father Chylewski said. 

But even with the church’s authentica- 
tion, the faithful are not obliged to believe 
in these private revelations, which ‘‘are 
neither dogma nor doctrine,”’ said Fran- 
ciscan Sister Joanne Nicgorski, director of 
the diocesan Center for Liturgy and 
Prayer. 

However, church approval ack- 
knowledges that these apparitions and 
messages are ‘‘theologically, liturgically 
and psychologically sound, and as such, 
can be beneficial in building up people’s 
faith, ‘‘ Sister Nicgorski explained.

Olympic boxer prays — 
‘Don’t let anyone get hurt’

PHOENIX, Ariz. — Before Michael 
Carbajal gets into the Olympic boxing ring 
in Seoul, South Korea, he’ll pray that God 
will help him and that noone gets hurt. 

‘*All the time before I fight or something, 
I always talk to God,’’ Carbajal told the 
Catholic Sun, newspaper of the Diocese of 
Phoenix. 

‘*Most of the time, the first thing I say is, 
‘Don’t let anyone get hurt.’ I say, ‘I thank 
you for me being here and I hope that I 
don’t get hurt. And give me the best ability 
that I have and not to give me the power 
over anybody else, just tokeep this equal.’’’ 

That might be an odd prayer for a boxer, 
but besides his form, there is little that’s 
ordinary about Carbajal’s boxing career. 

The 20-year-old boxer relies heavily on 
his Catholic family, especially his oldest 
brother Danny. 

Whilehisseven other brothers and sisters 
are supportive, Danny is his coach. And 
while the other 11 members of the U.S. 
Olympic boxing team practice in high-tech 
gyms, Michael works out in a small ring 
Danny built in abackyard shed. 

‘*Ever since I was small, when I was 
about, say, 6 years old, I always wanted to 
fight,’’ said Carbajal, who will celebrate his 


21st birthday on the opening day of the 
Sept. 16-Oct. 2OlympicGames. 

He used to watch boxing on television 
and go to amateur fights with his father, 
himself a former amateur boxer. ‘‘Since 
then I always liked it. I’ ve always wanted to 
doit,’’ Carbajal said. 

The smallest boxer on the U.S. team, 
Carbajal fights in the 106-pound, light- 
flyweight class. 

Michael and Danny have spent a lot of 
time on the road the past few years, 
traveling to amateur boxing competitions. 


-With a 88-7 win-lose record, Michael has 


won the national Golden Gloves title, the 
Olympic Festival, two U.S.-Cuba 
tournaments, the U.S. amateur title, and 
took a silver medal in the Pan American 
Games. 

But the best part about the traveling is 
coming home. 

‘‘T like it when I get back home. I like all 
those hugs,’’ he said. ‘‘All my little 
nephews come up to me and call me 
‘Champ’ andeverything. They support me 
real well.”’ 

Besides giving him a chance to make the 
Olympics, and perhaps a shot at 
professional boxing, Carbajal credits the 
sport with keeping him away from the 
drugs and alcohol abuse that plague many 
teen-agers. 
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Child abuse calls 
for action by friend 


Dear Bob, ; 

I’ve got a friend who’s not getting along 
with her parents at all. They don’t 
communicate unless they have to. Her 
parents treat her like a slave, and if she asks 
for a small favor, her dad takes out a metal 
bar and starts beating her. She won’t miss a 
day without a beating. 

I tell her to call the child abuse hotline, 
but she doesn’t realize that she’s getting 
abused. She believes that it’s all her fault. 
She believes that she’s the one that’s doing 
something wrong. I remember this one 
time when her dad broke her arm just 
because she didn’t hang up his shirt in the 
right place. What do you think she should 
do? 

Me 
Dear Me, 

You are caught in an awful situation. 
The advice you have given your friend is 
sound but, as you know, she will not follow 
up on it. She can’t. 

Chances are that she grew up believing 
the same ‘‘rules’’ about life that most of us 
have learned. 

First, parents love their children and 
wouldn’t hurt them without just cause. 

Second, good children love their parents 
and should do what they are told. 

Third, when children are ‘‘bad,’’ they 
should be punished. As your friend sees it, 
she is being punished, therefore she must be 
‘‘bad.’’ She cannot be objective about her 
own situation. She is trapped. 

In a very real sense, your friend has lost 
the ability to act to save herself. Her 
reasoning is impared. She needs someone 


to act on her behalf. 

You are the only person who can do that 
because you are the only person who 
knows. She can’t call the hotline. You can. 

She may tell you not to call; she may beg. 
You know it has to be done and she isn’t 
capable of making the judgement necessary 
to do it on her own. She needs help. 

I know you don’t want to do this. I am 
sure it scares you. But you have to realize 
that this problem isn’t going to get better on 
it’s own. 

At best it will remain bad. 

At worst, she may end up dead. She 
needs protection and her family needshelp. 
The only way they are going to get it is to be 
forced into change. 

Make the call (Child Protective Services 
1-800-344-6000). Tell them everything 
you know. If you like, you can do it 
anonymously. 

You have every right to be afraid of 
reporting this. It is a responsibility greater 
than any ofusshouldhaveto bear. But from 
the minute your friend told you about her 
situation you have’ been carrying that 
responsibility. 

If I were in your place, with the danger 
that your friend appears to be in, I would be 
more afraid of deciding not to call.

Whereas the devotions to Our Lady of 
Fatima, Lourdes and Guadalupe have 
church approval, the alleged apparitions 
of Mary at Medjugorje, Yugoslavia, have 
been the center of controversy since they 
were first reported in 1981. 

Supporters of the apparitions say six 
young people see, hear and touch Mary 
during regular visions that began in a 
field outside the town and later moved to 
a small chapel in St. James Church in 
Medjugorje. Mary is said to have im- 
parted a six-point message of faith, con- 
version, prayer, fasting, use of the 
sacraments and peace.

Although the local Yugoslavian bishop 
doubts the authenticity of the alleged ap- 
paritions at Medjugorje, Msgr. Mimnagh 
said the events seem to meet the rest of the 
church’s criteria for true private revela- 
tion. 

Last March Bishop Leo T. Maher 
wrote a memo to the San Diego diocesan 
Presbyteral Council, telling priests that

However, Bishop Maher told Southern 
Cross at that time, that his action did not 
preclude people from believing in and 
talking about the alleged Medjugorje ap- 
paritions and messages.
